The process of making a half- 


tone cut can be simply described as a 
process of taking a photograph through a 
Bireen and pi Intlng It on metal Instead of 
the ordinary photographic paper. 
The 


men, In developing the negative, use for 
purposes of cutting out and more sharply 
defining tbe figures on the film a solution 
of potassium cyanide, or, to he more ex- 
plicit, i'russlc add, one of the most dead- 
ly poisons knonn to science. 
A splinter 


of this, so small as to be hardly discern- 
ible to the naked eye, villl kill a dog In- 
stantly, v,hlle a particle smaller than n 
little green pen will kill a man before he 
can walk five steps or utter 10 words. 
Its action Is upon tbe heart. 


Recently In Chicago several photo en- 


gravers were eating their lunch In one of 
the large newspaper engraving plants. 
One of the men suddenly spit out bis 
food and Bald: 


"My God, bojs, there's cyanide In my 


pla" 


He started for the sink but fell. When 


his fellow-workmen reached his side he 
was dead. 


Each cut, after It Is printed from the 


negative upon the metal—in most cases 
link—Is etched away with another deadly 
poison, nitric acid. 
The effect of nitric 


acid Is upon the lungs, and bait tone 
etchers v>bo remain In the business long 
usually die of tuberculosis, as the result 
of constantly Inbaltng the fumes of the 
acid with which they work. 


Every occupation that Involves the hand- 


ling of heated metal or the operating of 
machinery Is fraught with a certain spe- 
cific danger to life and limb, and the news- 
paper plant Is nu exception, so that not 
only Hie photographers nnd tbe cutmakers, 
but the sterotypers, the pressmen and all 
other mechanics employed In tbe plant of 
an up to date newspaper like this take 
their life In their bands dally that you 
may have your news served hot with your 
coffeu. 


Another Kind ot Hero. 


In even so prosaic an occupation a« the 


canning of meat or the making of sau- 
sage heroes move dally In a solid phalanx. 
never pausing or showing fear of the dan- 
gers tbat beset them. 
Tbs fearful ex- 


posures of conditions tbat existed 
In 


Packlngtown. Chicago, and other great 
centers of the meat-packing trade tave 
forcibly drawn the attention of the*coun- 
try, not only to the dangers In the dally 
occupations of those nno work In the 
packinghouses, but to the dangers that 
menace the Innocent In all parts of the 
land who eat of the canned tuberculosis 
and tbe picketed disease. Working In poor- 
ly ventilated shops, breathing the 
foul 


air, standing up to their ankles In water 
and slowly Inhaling and exhaling tubercu- 
losis germs, tbls branch of the great army 
of labor Is surely entitled to a position at 
the right of tbe column under banners es- 
pecially emblazoned. Specific Instances In 
which men have fallen Into the rendering 
vats only to become a part of tbe contents 
before rescue could reach them are nu- 
merous, and one who claims to be an au- 
thority recently told of a case where a 
man fell from exhaustion at his work In a 
certain Western packing-house one day, 
was carried cat, Mr ted home and died the 
next day of consumption, Tbls latter Inci- 
dent illustrates not only tbe anhealthfnl 
conditions under which, the employes «f 
tie slaughter houses'''were compelled to 
work, but adds a striking note to the sound 
of warning to t bose \ large numbers among 
the working class) who dally carry to 
their work. In dinner-pail and lunch-box, 
packing-home sausage sandwiches, thoe 
adding to the natural dangers that beset 


them In'thelr toll, the Insidious menace of 
a deatb tbat glares at them from their 
dally bread and lurks In the lunch which 
their wives with loving hands prepare. 


While It Is true that every laborer, In a 


greater or lesser degree, takes his life In 
his hand wben be enters the pLce of his 
employment, It Is probably equally true 
thnt no class Is In the constant danger 
that bcseis the coal miner. Only a short 
time ago there was a fearful mining dis- 
aster In the Courrleres district of France, 
where MOO men met' their death, and 
hardly a c.onth passes but that In some 
part of the world a mining disaster of 
appalling magnitude does not occur. To » 
certain extent explosions of firedamp can- 
not be entirely prevented, hot science has 
come to the rescne with appliances which 
enable men to live even In an atmosphere 
laden wltt the deadly gases. The first 
Invention of such apparatus was that of a 
Frenchman, Dr. Regnard, whose appliance 
has been Improved upon by other con- 
trivances built upon the same principle— 
thnt ot supplying pnre air by,.artificial 
means. Two devices to be worn by miners 
while In a mine filled with firedamp have 
been tried and fonnd successful. 
One 


fnrntshes fresh air or renews the enpply 
of purified air, while the oiler carries a 
supply of compressed air to be liberated 
u needed. 
Botn are strapped upon the 


..person ot the miner, and tbe bead of she 
operator Is encased1 In an airtight helmet. 


so that the only air which Is allowed to 
reach bis nostrils Is thai wblcb comes 
from the contrivance upon his back. Of 
course, the great force of miners could 
not work with these appliances upon tbelr 
backs, and besides It wonld be too great 
an expense. 
They are Invaluable, how- 


ever, for rescue work, when men' are sent 
to the relief of Imprisoned or overcome 
miners. 


Tbe average man and woman knows 


little of the men wbo produce tbe origi- 
nating motor power of the world's ma- 
chinery. They are 400,000 men and boys 
who delve Into tbe bowels of the earth 
and work there In in unnatural condition. 
John Mitchell, president ot the United 
MIneworkers of America, In an Interesting 
Interview recently said of the conditions 
of i*heir employment: 


"They are removed from tbe sight of 


their fellow-beings, obscured from the 
rays of the sun, with hundred*, often- 
times thousands of feet of rock between 
them and those they love. They work in 
a place that teems with dampness and 
danger, where not « day goes Dy bnt' 
what more than one unfortunate miner 
meets death by falls of rock, foal or sltte. 
and wnete at1 frequent Intervals, by rea- 
son ot tbe explosion of gases which are 
permitted to accumulate In tbe mines, 
tbere are accident* by which the nation la 
appalled; humble home* are nude dtsxv 
!!!£ WIyeV?.re ""^ wldo'r» «^ children 
orphans. That ts bow tbew men dig the 


dusky diamonds whose ruddy glow ehcerfl 
tlie hearthstone panics In many homes. 


Wben diinking your eodn water or your 


pop you seldom stop to think that with 
every bottle of the harmless-looking fluid 
that was put up the operator faced a 
danger as great as that of the soldier 
wbo marches Into battle. 
The bottling 


of carbonated or any highly charged mln 
eral water or, In other words, drink thai 
has a Hzz to It, In highly dangerous. 
If 


the untile or siphon Is weak at any point 
an ciploslon la almost Inevitable. 
Fre- 


quently etuplojes nt these places have 
bean 
blinded or otherwise terribly In- 


jured by these accidents. 
A carboy of 


soda water, charged to A pressure of 
something like 400 pounds lo the square 
Inch, burst In Buffalo two or three years 
ago while It was being enrted over a 
cobble-stone street oa/o delivery wagon. 
Both horse and driver were killed In- 
stantly and the windows In bouses for 
blocks around were broken. 
In up to- 


date establishments for the manufacture 
of^bese charged waters every precaution 


and the employes who 911 the 


battles, as well as those who put on tbe 
labels and 
handle them In tbe early 


stages, arc protected by nn Iron mask, 
which; shields the eyes 
The bauds and 


arms arc protected by gloves made of 
thick wool. 
Formerly leather or rubber 


was -used, but It has now been found 
that tbe first mentioned 
matcilal an- 


swers the purpose better. 


' Recognized Dangerous Trade*. 
There are certain trades that are recog- 


nized as dangerous. Take, Tor Instance, 
that of structural Ironworkers. 
Thanks 


to the erection of many steel-frame build- 
Ings all over the country tbls trade has 
come Into prominence during the past 
few years. 
Everybody knows that these 


men, crawling about at great heights, ore 
In constant danger; 
that Is, everyone 


knows It, but tbe men themselves. Dur- 
ing the erection of tbe great cantilever 
bridge over tbe Niagara Gorge, below 
Niagara Falls, a certain workman was 
rhlded by the gang foreman tor tbe need- 
less rlBts he took while working In his 
Elevated position. 
"Take a chance like 


tbat again and I'll are yon," said tbe 
foreman 
after 
some 
particularly 
fool- 


hardy piece of climbing. 


"Fire awny," responded the workman, 


and to show his contempt both for dan- 
ger and the foreman, be ran nimbly to 
the end of a two foot plant and stood on 
bis head, kicking bis feet In (lie air 
over a chasm 190 feet deep. Be was dis- 
charged, but, being a particularly rain- 
able workman, was reinstated after a day 
or two. 
During tbe erection of the elec- 


tric tower for [be Pan-American Exposi- 
tion a structural Ironworker fell front tbe 
Very tip of tbe tower—107 feet from tbe 
earth. 
Ho spread out bis arms, Instinc- 


tively, and. as luck would have It, (bey 
caught on a projecting olece of scaffold- 
Ing and his Journey was stopped when be 
bad still over 350 feet to go. lie crawled 
.slowly over tbe beam to tbe tower and 
went back to work, not even shaken or 
unnerved by his miraculous escape. 


Trade* Nat Thought Dangeron*. 


.(••There are, however, a number of trades 
believed to be entirely without risk that 
are really very dangerous. Among them 
are tbat of furrier and tanner. The in- 
troduction Into the lungs of fragments of 
hair results In serious Injury to tbe health; 
but the greatest danger Is from malignant 
poisoning. 
Men employed 
In polishing 


stone run «reat danger of tuberculosis 
from getting fine particles of stone Into 
their Incgs, while Band-blast engravers 
are,so exposed to danger that an espe- 
cially designed alr-tlght suit has been In- 
vented for their protection. 
This tatter 


trade, quite common In Europe, Is com- 
paratively nuknown 
In America. 
The 


manufacture of white lead, too, Is a dan- 
gerons occupation. Tbe dangers .are also 
experienced by bouse paluteis, who are 
subject to the double danger of the possi- 
bility of a fall from a high place and tbe 
white-lead poisoning. The man wbo makes 
the common kitchen and pocket match 
frequently falls a victim to phosphoric 
necrosis. The polishing of electric light 
bulbs Is exceedingly risky for the eyes of 
the operator; and employes In factories 
where ammonia Is used In any form are 
dally subjecting themselves to the dan- 
gers of death from diseases of the kid- 
neys and other organs. Employes In Euro, 
penn ammonia factories seldom attain an 
advanced age. Gases of powerful corro- 
sive strength escape from tbe ammonia 
and kill vegetation for miles around. Chlo- 
ride of lime, too, In tbe process cf It* 
manufacture Is a very dangerous article, 
and employes wbo moke It frequently 
wear special masks. Even with this pro- 
tection they are enabled -to work for bat 
a short time. 


The farmer, away from the rash and 


bustle and hurry of tbe city, Is supposed 
to ll\e a care-free and perfectly safe life; 
but with his many threshing machines 
and other machinery, bis spirited horses, 
bis mad bulls and bis blves of bees, be Is 
found to be subjected to a constant string 
of dangers which seldom beset tbe city 
man. There are something like 275,000 
beekeepers In tbe United States, every- 
one of whom Is In danger of being stung 
to deatb every time he goes among bis In- 
sect charges. 


Still Another CUM. 


In a class by themselves, wben tbe dan- 


gers of dally employment are being con- 
sldered, are the railway employes. The 
nineteenth annnal report of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission shows tbat 
for the year covered by tin report there 
were killed and injured In the railway 
service M,2dl persons, of wtom- 10.0M 
were killed and 64,155 Injured. Tbe fig- 
ures look like tbe report of casualties 
after some of the world's big "battles. 


Tbe members of this vast Industrial 


army, fighting with steam and steel to 
defeat time and space, met deatb and In- 
Jory In various way*. Some fell from tbe 


cars and trains; some were r-m dn^o 
some while Jumping on and off ri-s |, 
motion nnd some by collision, wiiii,. in 
the net of coupling and uncoupling onri 
307 were killed and 4,010 nere Injured

The number of passengers killed In the

Tbe most picturesque figure In the list 


of the railroad emplojes Is tbe locomotive 
engineer—the man who, like the g nerai 
of an army, leads a regiment of ^couie 
safely across a stretch, of travel. Hie lo. 
comotlrc engineer never regards himself 
particularly as a hero because he Is al- 
ways a hero. Flo has long ago learned to 
look death In the face-to act quickly In 
emergencies. He gets his orders from the 
train dispatchers, lie reads his orders 
nnd he obeys tbem. Like the hero of the 
Six Hundred, "His not to reason why, 
bis but to do nnd din." It Is an unwrit- 
ten law thnt the engineer of tbe locorio- 
tlvo, like tbe pilot of the boat, never 
leaves bis place. Straight Into the thick 
of danger he goes, bis eyes to the front 
and his hand on the throttle. In tbe same 
category may be classed motormen of the 
electilc cars of the big cities, drivers of 
ambulances and Ore engines—In fact or 
most airy kind of u \chlcle, chauffeurs of 
big porter mown, navigators of alrslilps, 
etc., etc. 


Unusual Occupations. 


And this mention of alrsblpi brings to 


mind a list of unusual occupations—occj- 
pallons that arc exceedingly dangerous, 
but are participated In by very few peo- 
ple. Aeronauts and airship men like San- 
tos Dumont and Itoy Knabenshuc are 
among them; Barney OldQeld, Webb Jay 
and several other professional automobile 
raceis, tho men wbo handle wild oulruals 
at zoos and menageries and the bioucou 
busieisof the Western plains. The soldier 
o war time takes a gond uiuny risks for 
bis $1500, but be falls to face the almost 
certainty of death that confronts tbe cir- 
cus performer every time he loops He 
oop on n bicycle or leaps tbe gap on an 
automobile. The men who repair dan- 
gerous steeples and tile divers wbo fa 
down wbeie McUluty Is supposed lo ue \ 
•umlnatlng at the bottom of tbe sea- the 
bildge Jumpeis who Icjp for taiuo and 
cash, aud the circus tumblers ana utu- 
cies who seek to amuse by various pujs- 
c^l feats, tbe trainers of wild beasts—all 
as carelessly take their lives in their 
hands and run as many ricks as does the 
muri who makes a living by blasting rock 
•>r ^booting oil wells. 


Every sliop that has machinery In It 
iieseuts certain dangera to the workmen, 
>ut they, having become used to Uiu buu 
ud hum of the grinding wuecls and 
whirring belts, aie louilly unconscious of 
their danger until mangled by their Iron 
servant. The tight-rope walker at a cir- 
cus thinks no uiors of the danger h« 
luus thuu did the packer In a ponder 
mill, who was found, calmly smoklug hi* 
cigar In the uildst of enough Bluff to 
send the euilre Itussluu Army to htuieu— 
or wherever It deserved to go, 
H,> had 


lighted the cigar after lunch aud. forgot 
• 


to put It out when he entered the fac- 
tory. Men become familiar with ibe dan- 
gers tbat 
surround them 
and forget 


about tbem until It Is too late. Doctors 
and nurses, for Instance, think no more 
of entering a smallpox-lufetU'd house than 
you or 1 do of crawling Into bed at night. 
Though, perhaps, tbe most dangerous 
occupation tbere Is—that of healing anil 
carlug for tbe sick—those who cuter It, 
thank* to their professional and scientific 
training, take almost unconsciously, and 
certainly mechanically, precautions tbat 
effectively protect them nine times out ot 
ten. 
Particularly dangerous along ihl* 


line IB tbe work of the men In the bac- 
teriological offices In the health depart- 
ments of all big cities, wbo examine tbe 
spittle of supposed consumptives and tbs 
culture of diphtheria patients, looking for 
germs of tbe disease. They usually wear 
inbber gloves, an antiseptic coat and • 
Bilk mask. 


Not alone In the waking hours does 


danger beset. 
Somnambulists frequently 


arise from their beds and walk 
from 


roofs or plunge down elevator 
shafts. 


Only recently a well-known ballplayer got 
up from his berth on a coast line boat 
and, mistaking a direction, walked Into 
tbe wateis. 
He was never sec:) again 


aud bis body was not even recovered. 
Even so useful and harmless an article as 
a plate ot false teeth can, like tuo worm, 
turn and take human life. 
Several peo- 


ple within tbe past few years have been 
choked to death while In bed owing to 
tbe fact their false teeth slipped down 
their throats. 
A 
woman—a 
nervous 


sleeper, 
by tbe 
way—while dreaming 


wound herself up In the bedsbcet and 
smothered herself. She was found dead 
next morn'Dg. 
A little child, trying to 


crawl through the ulnte In the side of 
Its bed, got ell Its body through but It* 
head and 
hanged 
Itself. 
Fires 
fre- 


quently break out at night, and the dan- 
ger from tbls source, except In tbe most 
modern of buildings, Is considerable. 
No 


man knows when he may go to bed and 
forget to tnrn the gas completely off, thus 
courting death by asphyxiation. 
In one 


week the papers of tbe country tuowed 
that 24 Individuals were killed by either 
Illuminating, natural or coal gas while 
they slept 
Every day brings to notice 


from somewhere or other at least one In- 
stance where Individuals or whole families 
have narrowly escaped a termination of 
existence from tbls cause. To revert to 
a favorite theme ot the comic papers, a 
boy engaged for the purpose, by watch- 
ing rue papers from all over the country, 
dlscoveied three cases In a month when 
people were killed by the closing of 
folding beds, while one man actually 
suffered death- IB the- result of loe col- 
lapse ol an ordinary uld-fasuloued bed- 
stead. 


But despite It «ll, the lost federal •een- 


ins shows uat one person In every lOO.ow 
population, or to be exact, 8,504 
were living at the age of 100 f<*n 
ma.
